thick, oily smoke fumes for 2J4 hours early this morning when the 
municipal building on Maillot, caught fire. 
lames Satterthwaite, president of the Yardley Eire Company 
said the fire caused $20,000 to $30,000 damage in the two-story struc­ 
ture. which houses the fire station, |x»st office, council chandlers and 
a kindergarten classroom. Tile destruction was about evenly divided 
between fire and smoke damage, he said. 
Satterthwaite said the fire was caused bv defective wiring under 
the |»ost office, which is on the ground floor. The flames spread down­ 
ward to the basement, lie said, completely destroying a kitchen unit 
set up there by the local firemen. 
Firemen wore maske as they penetrated tin* flames, but some 
were overcome by smoke and were given oxygen by an ambulance 
unit from the Titusville, N. J., Fire Dqiartimnt.

Schiller is at his best when de­ 
scribing his own work: 
“I am at the moment understudy­ 
ing to be th*- registrar of the Euro­ 
pean of fie** of the United Nations 
In Geneva. The present registrar 
is due to retire at the end of the 
year: in other words, the end of 
this month, and I am to take over 
ills duties. For the past 1ft months, 
since February of 1952, I have been 
studying th** registry system. It is 
a filing system, hut it has its com­ 
plications." 
Thereupon. Robert Morris, coun­ 
sel of the Senate Internal Security 
Sub-Committee, asked:

Schiller: "The nearest way to 
describe it is, it is a central mail 
room.

declined to 
answer on 
the 
grounds of possible self incrimina­ 
tion. 
No mention was made at the 
, hearing abut the fact that we are

Schiller did get this off his chest. 
however:

"In fact, as far as I can remember, 
about the only well known maga­ 
zine I never did some work for 
was Mel’all's. But that work has 
pretty well passed out of my pic­ 
ture at this point.” 
Ho then pointed to a large canvas 
at one end of the room, explaining 
it was a mural he was doing for 
the banquet room in tho Y.M.C.A. 
in Millville, W. J. 
“This mural, when finished, will 
be in eight panels and wilt be 
about five feet high and 65 feet 
long. It will picture the history of 
holly, starting with the period of 
the dinosaurs aud ending with the 
time of George Washington,” he 
doncludod. 
"I’ve been working on this mural 
for a year and I* expect it will take 
me another year, perhaps longer, 
to finish it. Incidentally, did you 
know," lie asked, ‘‘that Millville 
considers itself the holly capital 
of this country? Well, it does, and 
that place is the home of C, R. 
Wolf, who is the president of the 
I lolly Society of America.” 
Holly on murals led Mr. Crooks 
to talk about his nursey. He said 
that by this spring, he will have 
on his grounds some 77 varieties of 
hotly. American and foreign. The 
foreign come from England, Canary 
Islands, China and Japan. 
'T m getting Intensely interested 
in holly,” he said. ‘‘I not only raise 
holly trees, but I start new ones 
from slips. In the spring, I shall 
start an orchard of holly.” 
He said his son. Malcolm, now 
state supervisor of the farm game 
program in West Virginia, Is leav­ 
ing that position to return to his 
family.'* home.

illustrations. I started to make 
some manikins, just for fun. One 
day the editor of a magazine for 
which I was doing some work saw 
them. He told me he’d like to do 
a series of magazine covers featur­ 
ing my manikins in colors. So, I 
turned out what he wanted.” 
Later he did a similar series for 
J. Walter Thompson, of New York, 
one of the country's largest adver­ 
tising agencies. He also did a 
series tor advertisements run by 
Sharp A Dohme, a pharmaceutical 
house in North W’ales. 
Mr. Crooks has had some of hts 
fascinating minikins exhibited at 
the Art Alliance In Philadelphia 
and at Grand Central Galleries in 
New York. 
“At one time, the noted actor, 
Burgess Meredith, planned to have 
me do some special manikins for 
him lh connection with a series of 
short 
television 
shows 
he 
was 
planning to film. But the project 
finally fell through.” 
He said that it had taken him, 
his wife and one or two helpers 
three weeks 
to turn 
out each 
separate set of manikins, complete 
with furnishings and backgrounds 
for the sets, all done in perspective. 
“We all worked night and day on 
the sets, at top speed. Normally, 
with the same crew, it would have 
taken us twice as long to turn out 
each set. 
But those advertising 
agencies! — they keep you under 
pressure all the time and you just 
have to work fast” 
Speaking of his work with mani­ 
kins, Mr. Crooks said he does real­ 
istic types and has carried this 
procedure very far along. "It's just 
like building a picture, say, in 
three dimensions instead of two.” 
While he is designing and build­ 
ing the manikins, Mrs. Crooks is 
biipy designing and creating the 
costumes for the manikins to wear. 
“I've also designed things to he 
carval in wood. For instance, I 
designed the pulpit in the Episcopal 
Church in Doylestown. The pulpit 
was made by Nyces, and the carv­ 
ing of the figures was done by a 
wood carver.” 
He told me that one day, Borne 
years ago, his wife expressed a 
wish for a loom. "I said I'd make 
her one. So I did some intensive 
research on looms — went to mu­ 
seums and studied examples of 
them. I ended up by designing my 
own loom. 
"The magaxine’ Country Oentle- 
| man heard about my loom and ask- 
|ed me to write an article about 
it and furnish them with plans for 
building it. They liked the results 
so much that they ordered 1,000 
sheets of the design when / the 
magaxine 
came 
out 
with 
my 
article in it. 
"The readers of Country Gentle­ 
man noon exhausted this supply 
of designs. So they printed 6,000 
additional copies of the design; 
then another 5,000, and so on,. 
People all over the country got 
them and started making their own 
looms in their own home work 
shops." 
Mr. Crooks said the first thing 
he had woven on his own loom 


He displayed a spinning wheel 
he had designed and made. It Is 
of the continuous spinning type. 
He also wrote an artic le about this 
for the Country Gentleman. 
Some years ago, Mr. Crooks and 
George Hotter, the noted designer of 
stained glass.-were on a trip, look­ 
ing at and taking photographs of 
various windows. 
"In Pittsburgh, a minister said 
his church needed a tabernacle and 
asked us about It. I suggested that

These 
facts are based on extensixe e x ­ 
perimentation 
at 
leading 
educa­ 
tional institutions throughout the 
country. 
Results are revealed ‘from 
a 
typical experiment In which tw o 
paired beef roasts were used. One 
was roasted at 300 degrees F., the 
other at 450 degrees F. until they 
reached the same degree of done­ 
ness as recorded by meat ther­ 
mometers. The roast rooked at 800 
degrees F. lost two pounds, the 
roast cooked at 450 degrees F. lost 
I pounds, or 2 pounds more than 
the roast cooked at the low tem ­ 
perature. The slow roasted meat 
was uniformly cooked. The 
one 
cooked at a high temperature w as 
charred on the outaidf and unevenly 
rooked, thus showing the advant­ 
age of cooking meat slow ly.
